World Cup Preparations 


“Hungarian System” to be Practised 


AUSTRIA. 


REVIOUS to the World Cup, 

the national side will play 
matches against Italy and the 
Irish Republic, both in Vienna. 


Later, the “Hungarian system” 
will be practised, matches against 
very weak teams. It is considered 
that the-great Hungarian sides of 
1950-54 obtained their uncanny 
team “feeling” because they play- 


-ed so much against inferior sides. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 

Three. representative teams 
played abroad as the first stage in 
preparations for the World Cup. 
The strongest side toured Egypt, 
and won all its matches. The 
other teams also played success- 
fully in East Germany. In spring 
the “A” team will play twice in 
France. 

The former coach of Dukla- 
Prague, Karel Kolsky, has been 
appointed coach of the national 
side. $ 


GERMANY. 


Team coach, Sepp Herberger, 
calls his “Possibles” and ‘“Prob- 
ables” together every fortnight at 
one of the sports schools in Han- 
over. The final training will take 
place from May 12 to 24. . Then 
the players will get one week’s 
“leave,” meet again at Hamburg, 
and travel on June 3 to Sweden. 

An Amateur International will 
be played on May 4 against 
France in France. 

Last season, 2513 matches were 
played between clubs from West 


~ and Hast Germany. 


HUNGARY. 


During the winter months, the 
Hungarian national side, with 
their reserves, underwent special 
training. During March and 
April, the players stay with their 
clubs, but it will be necessary to 
interrupt the League matches be- 
cause, as Coach Baroti says, “fre- 
quent matches and short rests 
would prevent the proper prepara- 


tion of the selected players.” The 
sides finally selected will play 


under the name of Budapest ° 


against a number of strong 
foreign clubs. 


ITALY. 


Six Swedish players were given 
permission to play for their coun- 
try in the World Cup after being 
insured against injury. They are: 
Arne Selmosson, Gengt Gustafs- 
son, Nils Liedholm, Kurt Hamrin, 
Bengt Lindskog and Lennart 
Skoglund. Bonifaci, of Turin, got 
similar permission to play for 
France, and Ernest Ocwirk, of 
Sampdoria, should be able to play 
for Austria. 

When - Gunnar Nordahl, the 
player-manager of Roma F.C., 


was on holiday at home in Sweden.

_ POLAND. 


Revised fixture list: May 11, 
Republic of Ireland in Dublin;

The clubs in the First Division 
have proposed payment of wages 
to their players. The sums sug- 
gested would not cover the entire 
cost of living to ensure that every 
player should have a main job. 


YUGOSLAVIA. 


Of all the Huropean nations, 
only Yugoslavia have not lost an 


-international match during the 


past year. The best result was a 
6-1 win against Italy. In the rést 
of the world. only Mexico remain 
unbeaten, but their opponents 
were not very strong — U.S.A., 
Canada, and Costa Rica. 

There will-be many trial matches 
for the World Cup side, and after 
the match against England, on 
May 11. the team will play three 
or four matches in the Middle 
East.

News’’ so-called ‘‘facts’’ about at- 
tendances in N.S.W. Does the Vic- 
torian Association realise that the 
break-away Federation is rapidly be- 
coming the major Soccer body in 
N.S.W.? You do not need to go to 
Sydney to find this out — just read 
the Sydney papers, as I do. The final 
of their pre-season night competition 
drew 8000 and a couple of thousand 
turned away. How about some ‘“‘facts 
and figures’ regularly in ‘‘Soccer 


News’ re attendances both here and 
in N.S.W. And items such as the 
“fact’’ that two of last year’s full 


Austrian Internationals are now play- 
ing in Sydney. Maybe these things 
are “de rigeur’’ ‘with the Victorian 
Association, as they publicise a rene- 
gade organisation, but they will en- 
lighten the poor news-starved Vic- 
torian fans, 

On the question of ‘‘Soccer News,” 
it has been a disappointing production 
so far this season. I should say the 
1956 edition was the best of recent 
years. Just one or two points: 

(1) How can J.U.S.T. have three 
points for three losses and two 
draws? 

(2) The fixtures down for June 14 in 
the Year Book are obviously the 
games for the last round of the 
season, 

(3) Just how is the premiership 
going to be decided this year? 
One report said, ‘‘as per Aus- 
tralian Rules’; another. said the 
“four’ would play two semis 
and a final. Yet the Year Book 
lists 22 home and. away rounds, 
and NO finals!—Yours, etc.,

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Glamour Before Usefulness 


By LEN YOUNG, .Director of Coaching. 


Watching - players hobbling 


around on the iron-hard 


grounds has caused me to ponder on whether perhaps we 

_ are being rather thoughtless in our choice of footwear. 

These glamorous-looking “half-slippers” with the glisten- 

ing screw-in nylon stops (studs) as worn by the big stars 
the world over look impressive, don’t they? 


UT do they suit YOUR feet? 
Playing on first-class grounds 

only, you might quite honestly 
answer in the affirmative, but you 
know as well as I do that the 
greater majority of soccer pitches ® 
are far from perfect. 

If you happened to turn. your 
ankle over whilst playing, did you 
merely curse the surface of the 


playing area, or give some thought - 


to the fact that the back of those 
“slippers” you’re wearing gives no 
support to a very important ten- 


' don which runs up from the heel 


behind the ankles and is known as 
the “Achilles” ? 


Couple this information to that 
of the knowledge of a mere boot- 
lace or so supporting the ankles 
instead of a fairly large area of 
leather, and perhaps you see what 
I’m trying to get at. 

However, if your choice of boot 
still leans towards those with 
nylon studs, etc., I do hope you will 
give some thought to the necessity 
of having short stops (studs) that 
can be used when the grounds are 
really hard, and if (as I’ve noticed 
many times) you do change into 
training shoes midway through a 
match, be Careful. Remember the 
hard toes that were incorporated 
as part of a very essential part of 
the make-up of football boots 
were not put there to kick a ball 
with, but as a very important pro- 


tection against a toe injury. 

Switching to coaching, I would 
like to see Club coaches concen- 
trate on the “tackling problem.” 
Without exaggeration, I would say 
that 95 per cent. of the tackles I’ve 
seen made by players so far this 
season have been done with an out- 
stretched leg, and this can lead to 
quite unnecessary injuries. 

I would very much like to see 
the coaches point out to the guilty 
performers that the pushed-out 
leg must obviously throw the body 
backwards, and therefore off bal- 
ance, with a consequent almost 
odds-on chance of failure in the 
tackle. More important still, is 
the fact that the whole limb be- 
comes taut as it is thrust out, ren- 
dering it easy prey to a wrench 
or twist. 


Get the shoulder there simul- 
taneously with the tackling foot, 
is the motto: body balance is of 
primary importance.
